A Conflagration Sweeps Over 
Milwaukee. 


Six Million Dollars’ Worth of Prop- 
erty Gone Up in Smoke. 
Three Thousand People Made Home- 
less—Four Lives Lost. 


Flames Fanned by a Furious Gale Have 
the Mastery for Nine Hours—An 
Immense Territory Laid in 
Ruins. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MILWaUKEE (Wis.,) Oct. 28.—|By the 
Associated Press.]| The great Chicago 
fire, on smaller scale, has 
been enacted in Milwaukee tonight. 
Three thousand people. are home- 
less, four lives have passed away, 
$6,000,000 worth of property has 
been swallowed up, and many acres of 
blackened desolation within Milwau- 
kee’s boundaries mark the path over 
which the fire has swept. 

Police and soldiers are guarding 
property and thwarting the efforts of 
thieves and other human scum which 
always comes to the surface on such oc- 
casions, 


THE STORY OF THE FIRE, 


Details of the Conflagration That Swept 
the Cream City. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Oct. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| This city tonight 
was visited by the most devastating 
fire in the city’s history. Four lives 
were certainly lostand possibly more. 
Conservative insurance men estimate 
the pecuniary loss at not less than 
$6,000,000. 

The flames, which started in the 
Union Oil Company's building on East 
Water’ street, near Detroit street, 
fanned by a furious gale, swept east- 
ward toward the Menominee River, 
and nothing could-stay their resistless 
rush. Dynamite was used, but without 
effect. Mighty billows of flame swept 
over blocks of buildings, jumped across 
streets and leaped over the river. 
Thousands of people viewed the grand 
spectacle. All sorts of conveyances 
were hurrying about the Third Ward, 
loaded with the belongings of people ou 
whose homes the flames were rushing. 

The entire fire department was 
powerless. Chicago, Racine and other 
cities were asked for assistance, ard by 
10 o'clock epgines and firemen from 
out of town were beginning to arrive. 

More than eleven blocks of solid ter- 
ritory, including much of the most ex- 
tensive wholesale district, have been 
burned over. Nearly seventy buildings, 
two-thirds of which were fraine resi- 
dences, faded into smoke as fast as tis- 
sue paper. 

THE FIRST BLAZE. 

The fire started between 5:30 and 
5:40 o’clock, in a store occupied by the 
Union Oil Company, at No. 275 East 
Water street. Atthat time three fires 
in various directions of the city had 
called many engines out, so it was fif- 
teen minutes before a response was 
made to the alarm from the corner of 
Detroit and East Water streets. Then 
seven or eight streams were directed 
upon the flames. There was a series of 
explosions. Half an hour after the 
tire tug and a dozen engines were play- 
ing upon the fire. The belief was gen- 
eral that the flames were under con- 
trol. It seemed as though the very cur- 
rent of the Milwaukee River was being 
emptied upon the red brick block. It 
was stated that the fire was caused by 
an explosion of an oil barrel, how it is 
not known. 

Thousands of people attracted by the 
continued alarms reached the conclu- 
sion that it Was not much of a fire after 
all, and went home. ‘That was about 
$:40 o’clock. Only black smoke is- 
sued from the buildings. Fifteen min- 
utes later the tired firemen began to 
feel the enemy getting’out of their 
grasp. Renewing their efforts they 
fought with desperation. It was use- 
less; the gale was blowing fifty miles 


an hour, driving the scorching heat and 


smoke of the burning oil out into the 
faces of the firemen, defying all the 
water in the Milwaukee River and 
seeming only to gain in power as the 
stream was emptied into its jaws. It 
was too much forthem. The fire gained 
a footing in the adjoining store of Doh- 
men & Co., and then it was beyond 
human efforts to stay it. : 

At 7 o’clock the big upholstering fac- 
tory of the Bud & Kipp Company, fac- 
ing on Broadway, almost a full block 
away, began to blaze. The fire had 
started with the windin the northeast, 
but it now blew almost due east. and 
the merchants in the business section 
of the east side grew fearful. The 
flames had jumped across the stores on 
the east side of East Water street and 
had taken a new gripin the big Bud & 
Kipp factory. Five minutes more and 
Jacob Wellauer & Co.’s wholesale gro- 
cery store on the east side of Broad- 
way, directly opposite Bud & Kipp’s, 
was in fames. It Seemed as if

rolled across Broadway. One instant 
not a building on East Broadway was 
in flames and the next a rolling wave of 
fire swept across the street and de- 
scended on the buildings opposite. Ina 
moment they were wrapped in flames. 

A thousand streams of water could not 
stay the conflagration in its march of 
destruction tow ard the lake. 

The walls of the three-story brick 
building on Broadway, formerly occu- 
pied by. the Cracker Trust, but then va- 
cant, began to totter, and warning 
voices urged the crowd back just in 
time. The whole front ofthe building 

PITCHED INTO THE STREETS. —. 

A few moments later the sides fell 
outward with a crash. People in that 
partof the Third Ward realized that 
their homes were doomed. There was 
a stampede of residents into the street, 
all armed with furniture, cats, dogs, 
and all manner of household utensils 
and bedding, and vehicles’ of every de- | 


scription were hurrying away with the 
belongings of the people whose homes 
were soon to be in ruins. 

MAKING A CLEAN SWERP. 

Meanwhile the flames had gone over 
the ground they had formerly missed in 
the storeof Jd. P. Kessinger & Co., andthe 
Milwaukee Art Glass Works, opposite 
the block in Which the fire had origi- 
nated. The Wellauer Block, seven sto- 
ries high, Was soon in flames, with the 
Milwaukee Chair Company, a vacant 
building owned by the I’fister & Vogel 
Leather Company and the wholesale 
grocery store of Bonndy. Peckham & 
Co., all on Broadway. The next build- 
ing to succumb was the National Dis- 
tilling Company and Whisky Trust's 
supplv of the State, on Buffalo street. 
The wind was still carrying the whirl- 
wind of seething flame on toward Lake 
Michigan in a direct line with its start- 
ing point, and a scramble began. 

Chief of Police Janssen ordered his 
entire force tothe fire and they assisted 
in getting out the furniture and house- 
hold goods of the luckiess families, who 
were forced to flee from the path cut 
out by the flames. A dozen of frame 
buildings along Milwaukee and Jeffer- 
son streets, between Detroit and Chi- 
cago streets, as well as those on Buffalo 
and Chicago streets, were licked up as 
if they had been outlines of paper. All 
these buildings were consumed within 
half an hour of the time when the flames 
leaped over Broadway and started in 
the Wellauer Block. 

Suddenly the wind swept around as 
unexpectedly as before. Where it was 
northeast when the first alarm rang, it 
was now almost due south, cutting out 
a broad

toward the Milwaukee River‘ and Lake 
Michigan, In its path lay the big 
freight sheds and yards of the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railroad, together 
with the roundhouse and its valuable 
contents of rolling stock. The end of 
the freight shed, at the corner of Jeffer- 
son and Chicago streets, was first to ig- 
nite, and the flames soon spread all over 
the yards, burning freight carsand every- 
thing before them. The company-soon 
had a force at work saving its property. 
Locomotives and many freight cars 
were taken out of harm's way. 

Having cutits path over to Jackson 
street from Broadway, the fire was now 
following the south wind down Broad- 
way. Down Jefferson street, down 
Milwaukee street, along Broadway it 
swept to the Weisel & Bolter Manufac- 
turing Company's plant at Chicago 
street and to No. 10 engine-house on 
Broadway. When it reached the Weisel 
& Bolter plant the department had pre- 
pared to attempt to 

CUT IT OFF WITH DYNAMITE. 

Three kegs were placed in the build- 
ing, having been stored there to await 
the coming of the flames. As each 
went off in close succession the cry 
went up from the thousands who blocked 
the streets for a radius of a mile that 
the gas wotews “ad exploded. 

It was about 9:30 o’clock when the 
first buildisg on the northeast corner of 
the Milwaukee Gas Company’s plant 
began to burn, The gas works occupy 
a territory bounded by Milwaukee, Me- 
nominee and Erie streets and an alley 
between Jefferson and Jackson streets. 
The gas went out in many parts of the 
city, and it was feared the works were 
doomed, but at 11 o'clock the great oil 
tanks were still intact. The Bethel 
Home, near the gas works, caught fire 
soon after. Wirth & Hammel’s livery 
stable on Broadway, containing hun- 
dreds of horses, was in the path of the 
flaming cyclone. Some of the horses 
were taken away, while a humber stam- 
peded. The Laura Catlin kindergarten 
also succumbed despite the dynamite. 

MANY MORE BUILDINGS GO. 

Around on Erie street George Toep- 
per’s iron foundries and the Riedeberg 
vinegar works were destroyed, together 
with innumerable small buildings, sa- 
loons and residences. The valuable 
property ofthe Milwaukee Gas Company 
was almost entirely saved. When the 
fire began to head that way the tanks 
were sunk below the level, leaving 
nothing combustible above the surface. 
The flames almost encircled the works 
without communicating to them. The 
fire spent itself on the extreme eastern 
side,where it destroyed the Hansen ele- 
vator. At midnight it was thought to 
have done its worst, but the flames 
were still raging among acres of burn- 
ing and smoking ruins. . 

Hansen’s malt house, within a few 
rods of the shore of Lake Michigan, 
with the adjoining elevator, made a 
brilliant display when they caught at 
12:3 Leidertorf’s place, in the back, 
and most of the ships between Buffalo 
and Erie streets were on fife. 

-POME FATALITIES, 

‘It is rumored some lives were lost in 
the Bud & Kipp factory, as many of the 
employés were at work when the 
flames descended so suddenly on the big 
building. Uptola.m.two dead fire- 
men were brought tothe morgue A 
woman about 40 vears of age sought 
refuge in the Third Ward schoolhouse 
and died from heartdisease. Hername 
and address were not learned. 

THE BURNED TERRITORY. 

The territory burned out is in the 
shape of an obtuse triangle with the 
apex at Blade & Co's. on the river, the 
upper side on Detroit street, the lower 
on Menominee street to the river, and 
the base at Lake Michigan. Roughly 
stated, it is a space two-thirds of a mile 
wide and three-quarters of a mile long. 

The militia did good service during 
the nignt aiding the police to perform 
guard duty. Capt. Davis of the United 
States revenue cutter Johnson. ten- 
dered his crew to Chief Foley for use in 
fighting the fire.

THE BRILLIANT SCENE. 

The most brilliant feature of the fire 
Was the burning of the elevator and 
malt houses of the Hanson Malt Com- 
pany. The elevator, after smoking 
from the upper windows, suddenly burst 
into flame. and from the lower windows 
to the top of the high ventilating house 
allwas ablaze. As a heavy blast oi 
Wind struck the flames they swept clear 
across the street, and in an in- 
Stant the malt-house’ proper, with 
its tall tower. broke out in spots of flick- 
ering fire. The elevator was so strongly 
built that it maintained its form long 
after the hottest period was past, and 
from the lower floors the burning grain 
poured into the street like a downpour 
of Niagara. Then from the windows of 
the large malthouse and from the eaves 
came jets of bright green flame, the 
burning gas from the heated = salt. 
It was not long before the entire 
building was ablaze and the roar was 
tremendous. The large ventilating 
wheel in the face of the 
was burning and whirling away like a 
huge St. Catharine's wheel. 

Fifteen long trains of freight cars 
stood on the Northwestern tracks when 
the billow of fire leaped across Van 
Buren street, and touched the south 
end of the freight houses. A_ million 
dollars’ worth of railroad property was 
doomed. The south end of the freight 
house was filled with. oil. Soon the 
smell of burning petroleum filled the 
air, anda

shook the earth. The low brick freight 
house stayed the onward sweep of the 
flame, but only fora moment. Through 
the square windows the red glow could 
be seen and an instant later a shower 
of burning cinders floated away toward 
the lake, covering hundreds of freight 
cars filled with merchandise. 

Just as the fire reached the freight 
house, half a dozen men dashed through 
the police lines and broke open a double- 
decked car. The car was filled with 
geese belonging to Capt. Fred Pabst. 
The geese were released and driven 
along ina great flock down the track. 
Before a block had been traversed the 
geese had scatterec, and a mob was 
pursuing them among the freight cars. 
Hundreds of men with a live yoose un- 
der each arm stood and watched the 
scene, and no one questioned their right 
to carry the fowls off. 

SEVERAL OTHER FIRES. 

Not only have the inhabitants of the 
Cream City watched the progress of the 
down-town fire, which, in itself, is the 
greatest calamity the city has ever 
undergone, but back from the main fire 
there have been other fires tonight, 
large enough in themselves, but so 
dwarfed in comparison with the 
great conflagration as to scarcely call 
for comment. One of these fires 
consumed five dwellings, but nobody 
went nearitexcept a smail detach- 
ment of firemen. and as they arrived 
too late to be of material service, they 
came back again to their work on 
the edge of Lake Michigan, and 
could not even tell whose houses 
had been burned. The entire fire de- 
partment of Milwaukee, consisting of 
eighteen engines and seven chemicals, 
was overmatched from the start, and 
four engines from Chicago and two 
from Waukesha and Kenosha were of 
the greatest aid. 

THE FIRE UNDER CONTROL. 

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 29.—At 2:30 this 
(Saturdav) morning Chief Foley an- 
nounced that the fire is fully under con- 
trol. 

At 3 o’clock this morning, after the 
fire had had its own sweet will for 
nine long hours, the flames were fully 
under control and practically out. 
They left behind, however, a black and 
smoking record of the second greatest 
conflagration which ever happened in 
the West. 


An Anxious Night in Chicago. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 28.—A terriffic gale 
has been blowing in this section all day 
and evening. In this city it reached 
fifty-nine miles an hour, the hardest 
blow of the year. Considerable minor 
damage was done to frame buildings 
in the outskirts of the city, and tonight 
with ten fire alarms from different sec- 
tions within an hour, and four of the 
best companies out of the city, having 
gone to Milwaukee, Chicago firemen 
were kept very busy. None of the 
blazes got beyond control, however.

cue the passengers, but the boat was 
swamped. Fortwo hours further at- 
tempts were abandoned. The storm 
abated, and another boat was lowered 
and loaded with passengers. One-hun- 
dred yards from the ship it capsized, 
and 
ALL WERE DROWNED. 

Two boats started out from the shore, 
but put back, as those in them were 
convinced the boats could not live in 
such a heavy sea. Another boat was 
lowered from the Roumania, but when 
half loaded it was dashed up against 
the ship’s side. Fifteen persons who 
had descended to it were drowned. 

WAVE AFTER WAVE 
broke over the Roumania, smashing her 
deck houses and ventilators, carrying 
away her smokestack and masts and 
sweeping many passengers and seamen 
overboard. Those still left decided to 
wait until the storm abated to get 
ashore. 

ONLY SEVFN SAVED. 

After hours of suspense the seven 
men and two women who remained on 
board lowered the last boat. The storm 
had subsided, and, although obliged to 
ride through a heavy surf, they reached 
shore in safety. The two women were 
the only passengers saved.

Mrs. Harrison’s Remains Laid 
to Rest. | 


Simple but Impressive Services Held 
at Indianapolis. 


The President Almost Overcome by 
His Great Affliction. 


A Kindly Letter to His Sympathizing 
Friends in the Indiana Capital— 
The Presidential Train Barely 
Escapes Eisaster. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The funeral train bear- 
ing the remains of Mrs. Harrison ar- 
rived here this morning at 9:30. All 
along the route after daylight at all 
stations people were gathered to see 
the train go by. They seemed actuated 
not so much by curiosity as by a desire 
to testify their sympathy with the Pres- 
ident in his sorrow, and nearly altstood 
with, bowed ‘uncovered “heads as the 
train passed. The same was true, only 
in a greater degree, on the arrival here, 
where the deceased and her distin- 
guished husband were so well known. 
Amass of people gathered about the 
station when the train came to a stop, 
and all stood reverently with bowed 
heads as the solemn cortége emerged 
from the station and took places in the’ 
waiting carriages. 

The Presbyterian Church, in which 
the funeral services were held, was 
beautifully decorated, chiefly in fes- 
toons and rosettes of black and white, 
relieved here and there with loops of 
smilax, white chrysanthemums aad 
potted plants placed on each side of 
the pulpit, and floral offerings 
laid upon the choir rail. The Presi- 
dent's pew, draped in black, was not 
used during the services. - 

THE LAST LOOK AT THE DEAD. 

Soon after the train arrived, at the 
request of the President, the casket 
was opened and the sad ceremony of 
taking the last look at the face of the 
dead followed. The features were 
caim and peaceful as in sleep. It was 
a sad moment for the President, and he 
Was nearly overcome. 

When the cortége arrived at the 
church a throng of 50,000 people filled 
the sidewalks and adjacent streets. 
Thev stood respectfully silent while the 
coffin was borne intothe church. The 
services were extremely simple. As 
the coffin was carried up the aisle and 
deposited in front of the chancel, the 
organ played softiy. Then the choir 
sang ‘Lead, Kindly Light.’’ Dr. 
Haines offered a short invocation and 
read selections of scripture. 

THE FUNERAL SERMON. 

The funeral sermon, from the text, 
‘‘Wherefore comfort ye one another 
with these words?’’ was then preached 
by Dr. Haines. He said: 

God's ways are notour ways. We cannot 
understand them. Perhaps we could not 
understand them if explanations were 
given. Human intelligence is yet too im- 
mature to take inthe reach and scope of 
God's plans, We areshut up to faith and 
faith is the greatest exercise of the spirit 
of man. To believers sorrows are not ac- 
cidents, they are not judgments, 


they 
are chastenings, permitted in wisdom 
and kindness. The Lord rejoiceth 


over death as well as life. The duty of the 
hour is resignation. But Christian resig- 
nation is not mere enforced submission to 
the inevitable. Itis a looking up into the 
face of the wise and loving God and saying 
‘‘Thy will be done, for Thy will is our well- 
being,’’ A constant follower of God has 
been called to her reward. Think not of 
her as dead. Death to God's children is 
not a wall, but a gateway, an entrance upon 
a larger and sweeter life inthe higher 
realm. ‘*To die is gain.”’ 

The speaker then dwelt at length 
upon the beauty and sweetness which 
characterized the life of the departed 
in every relation of life, from that of ‘a 
quiet Christian home-keeper, full of 
charity and loving kindness, to the 
courteous, kindly, tnoughtful mistress 
of the White House, and turning to the 
bereaved members of the sorrowing fam- 


comfort with assurances of the sympa- 
thy of the entire Nation, exhorting 
them to ‘‘trust in the Lord and wait pa- 
tiently for Him.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon the 
venerable Dr. Hyde prayed, commend- 
ing the mourners, especially the Chief 
Magistrate, to the tender mercies of the 
divine and loving Father, that he might 
be strengthened in the hour of trial to 
bear his burdens and finish the work 
given him to do. 

The choir then sang a hymn and the 
services closed with a benediction by 
Dr. Haines, and the cortége took up the 
line of march to Crown Hill Cemetery. 

_ LAID IN THE GRAVE. 

Along Delaware street thousands of 
people stood with uncovered heads. 
The iong line of carriages filed slowly 
by. At* the cemetery, five miles dis- 
tant, 5000 people were gathered. The 
grave was lined with cedars and chrys- 
anthemums. At 2 p.m. the coffin was 
lowered into its last resting-place. The 
proceedings were watched by the Presi- 
dent with streaming eyes, and ever and 
anon his sturdy frame was convulsed 
with poignant grief. 

The services were very brief. Dr. 
Hyde read the funeral service of the 
Presbyterian Church. Dr. Haines of- 
fered a prayer and Dr. Hyde pro- 
nounced the benediction. Then the cor- 
tége returned to the city., 

_ LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT. 

The party left here at_5:30 on 
their return to Washington. Secreta- 
ries Rusk and Noble did not go back.

Don’t Throw Away Your Faded Hat if 
You Need One of These Designs. 

Is there anything more useless or forlorn 
and ridiculous than an old hat? Age les- 
‘sens its dignity, even if well cared for, un- 
til a period is reached when another gener- 
ation with wondering eyes regards it with 
interest as a relic of antiquity, if not with 
veneration. From the constant variation 
of styles there results an accumulating 
variety of castoff headgear, articles that 
have lost little merit in their short lives 
except the favor which originated them. 

There are weys of using the materiais of 
many winter hatpf both men apd women 
besides adding to the camfort of others by 
quiet, well chosen gifts, but for summer 
straws, which are generally more bulky 
for storing and easily damaged when 
packed away, there seems little chance of 
removing their often grotesque forms en- 
tirely from sight without sacrificing them 
to the flames, for even a tramp would 
sneer at the offer of a straw hat when 
autumn winds are threatening. 

Perhaps some way can be found for the 
destruction of the ugly form and thé 
fashioning of its often beautiful material 
into some useful or decorative article and 
lengthen out its short life in a way acce 
able to the thrifty, economical housewife. 

If plain straws are used, rip them up and 
cleanse, dye or bleach the braidsin sul- 
phur fumes, as the straw and intended use 
require; then if a novel screen is wished for 
get asmall can or cylinder of some kind 
and fasten the end of.the braid at the bot- 
tom, having the straw well moistened in 
water with a little gum init, gradually 
wind it about the cylinder, keeping the 
surface flat and smooth; it may be pressed 
and dried by a hot iron as the rings are 
wound about it or having a quantity 
wound, securely fastened and pressed 
tightly together, set away to dry thor 
oughly before using. If properly done this 
will result in a quantity of flat braid 
circles of the samesize; cut them, and, lap 
ping sufficiently, sew the ends togethe 
have the foundatfon material ready an 
stretch smoothly the size of the screen 
frame; lay on the rings and in%erlace 
them with straight pieces of braid; when 
evenly placed fasten them down with a4 
rosette or with a needle and thread where 
it seemns necessary. A pretty effect may 
be had by using one-half black straw braid 
and have the rest bronzed or gilded, and 
mounting upon a foundation of yellow silk, 
The combinations may be varied and the 
patterns suited to your taste. 

A photograph, card or workbasket can 
be made with a fresh peach basket for a 
foundation. After bronzing, staining cr 
covering this with silk according to-one’s 
liking, take your basket and put the first 
straw braid around, over the sides through 
the corner spaces and inside the ends; a 
little below pass another braid around un- 
der the sides, through the corners and 
over the ends; then another same as the 
first, alternating until the depth of. the 
basket is sufficiently covered; then 
braids from the top down under the bot- 
tom and up on the other side, weaving it 
in with the horizontal braids; do this on 
all sides of the basket and finish the ends 
of braids at the top by a strip of plush and 
fancy tacks headed down on the inside. 

Get a round stick as long-as the width of 
the basket, cover it with plush and attach 
the two lids made of pasteboard and cor- 
ered with silk, bend a stiff wire in the 
form of a double bail—or two picces of 
small rattan will do—cover with plush 
and sew a strip of braid betsveen them, 
then place the ends of the bail between the 
stick and the sides of the basket and drive 
a fancy nail through them: put ina par 
tition below this and line with silk; fasten 
a tassel to each corner and the covers may 
bave asquare design outlined with some 
fancy braid to. complete the work.—New 
York Herald.

Today’s Primaries. 

It is manifest that never before in 
the history of Los Angeles has there 
been such a widespread and intelligent 
interest in the preliminaries of politics 
as exists at the presenttime. This is 
particularly true of the Republican 
party, and, on the principle of a sym- 
pathetic counter-action, it is probably 
taking hold of the local Democracy as 
well. We have seen at recent prima- 
ries nearly the entire Republican 
strength of a ward polled, and, after 
allowing a reasonable margin for the 
floating and repeating vote of *‘the 
gang,’’ the fact remained that a large 
number of the rank and file of the 
party—enough to snow the ward-strik- 
ers under—had -turned out and done 
their duty. 

Again we have bad the spectacle of 
between three and four hundred sub- 
stantial voters of a ward attending a 
caucus, organizing it with a system 
that would do credit to a convention, 
and selecting candidates for the pri- 
mary in such a way as to guarantee ab- 
solute fairness in majority rule. 

This is a great change from the time 
when a ward boss quietly jotted down 
in his memorandum book the names of 
such persons as he wished to sendtoa 
convention, and then called a coterie of 
his adherents together in an out-of-the- 
way place-to contirm his action, thus 
placing the voters in the attitude of 
supporting this as ‘‘the regular caucus 
ticket’? or posing as alot of unorgan- 
ized kickers. 

The change is very gratifying. It 
shows that the people have at last 
‘Struck the right end of the combinatiou. 
They have found out that the place to 
begin is atthe beginning. When they 
take the preliminaries of politics into 
their own hands, instead of lazily leav- 
ing themto be attended to by profes- 
sional politicians, there is a chance for 
a fairdeal, and good results. If this 
plan is consistently followed up, and 
right-thinking citizens realize that they 
have aduty to perform at the caucus 
and the primary election, as much as at 
the official election, there will be less 
talk about discreditable candidates and 
dishonest men in oftice—less misman- 
agement of public affairs, less defalcea- 
tions and political scandals. 

All of this leads up to the point which 
we wish to make of urging the Repub- 
lican voters of the city to turn out and 
vote atthe primaries today. In view 
of the very lively interest which has 
already been manifested in the city 
campaign, our injunction may be en- 
tirely wnnecessary, but it will at least 
do no harm. 


Considering important public im- 


provements pending, the selection of 
the next city government is a matter 
demanding the mést. serious and care- 
ful attention. We cannot afford to 
have it overslaughed by the interest in 
the national, congressional and county 
campaign, which is also on hand. As 
the responsibility of selecting the next 


city government undoubtedly devolves 
| upon the Republican party, it behooves 
 usto be alert and discriminating. We 
have already dwelt upon the import- 
ance of putting only tried and true rep- 
resentatives on the ticket. Nothing 
willinsure this more effectually than a 
full vote at the primaries and the selec- 
tion of the right kind of Republicans to 
attend the convention next Tuesday. 


Another reason why there’ should be a 
good vote is the fact that candidates 
for the City Council and, members of 
the Board of Education are practically 
to be nominated at these primaries.

Something More About Water. 

The anti-bond papers have endeav- 
ored to make a strong point in their re- 
peated assertions that the City Water 
Company has effected the purchase of 
the hill system of waterworks, and, 
therefore, that the people of the West 
End need not be concerned about their 
future sipply. The argument is that 
there is no necessity for voting the 
bonds, because the City Water Com- 
pany, if left master of the field, will 
very quickly supply everything that is 
required in the high service. This is a 
tub thrown to the whale, and, if we may 
judge from present indications, the 
whale sees the hollowness of it and will 
not be satisfied thereby. 

There has been no purchase of the 
hill system by the City Water Company. 
We have this upon indubitable author- 
ity. Moreover, a stockholder of the 
Citizens’ Water Compatiy informs us 
that he thinks there is no very serious 
intention of effecting a purchase. If 
the people are so simple as to let their 
golden opportunity—their one chance 
in thirty years—slip by without improv- 
ing it, there will be quite a different 
story to tell after election. 

Even alldwing that the City Water 
Company secures the hill system, few 
people have any idea thatthe exigen- 
cies of the situation will be fully met. 
New headworks to bring the supply in 
ata greater elevation and put more 
pressure on the pipes would certainly 
not be forthcoming. And if the change 
of ownership means simply that the 
supply is to be pumped up from the City 
Company's mains; that is only what is 
accomplished already through an ar- 
rangement between the two companies. 

The fact is that the hill system of 
waterworks is ‘‘a thing of shreds and 


patches.’’ Some of the principal mains 
are old and rotten and cannot be 
patched up much longer. In many 


localities one, two and three-inch pipes 
are made to do service where four-inch 
mains are required. There are whole 
rows of residences where the supply is 
cut off every time the watering cart is 
fillea down at the corner. There are 
places where a man can get no flow in 
his house if his next-door neighbor 
happens tohaveahydrantopen. There 
are other places where there is not 
much certainty of a flow any time dur- 
ing the day, and householders have to 
catch their supply at night and keep it 
in buckets, tubs and barrels for the next 
day.. There are still other localities 
which are unoccupied by residences be- 
cause the system doesnot furnish water 
at those levels. 

To talk to people who have endured 
these and many other inconveniences 
and discomforts for years about a 
longer continuance of this sort of thing, 
or anything like it, is coming a long 
ways short of satisfying them. The 
hill system needs a thorough overhaul- 
ing from Atolzzard. Itneeds a higher 
reservoir, larger mains and more of 
them, a better equipment of laterals, 
and extension to other localities that 
are not now supplied. 

All of this may be accomplished if the 
bonds now asked for are voted and the 
city acquires the Citizens’ plant and 
sets about the creation of a gen- 
eral system according to the estab- 
lished plans. The people who reside 
on the hills understand this as 
thoroughly already as they need to do. 
They are not to be put off with anv illu- 
sive promise based ona purchase whfth 
has not.been made. 

Another argument which has repeat- 
edly been presented by the opponents 
of the bonds is deserving of a few 
words inreply. It is that, if the city 
should now tdke charge of the hill 
works and give the people of the West 
End a good service, by and by, when 
the time comes to issue more bonds and 
acquire the plant of the City Water 
Company, the West Enders will be in- 
different to the wants of the rest of the 
city and will oppose the bonds. In 
other words, the implication is that 
the West Enders will act like hogs. We 
would hate to entertain so poor cn 
opinion of the people in any section of 
the city. We submit that the people 
who reside on the hills are not deserv- 
ing of this insult—have never done 
anything to justify it in the slightest 
degree. Show us where they have op- 
posed appropriations for any necessary 
improvements in the lower por- 
tions of the city—for parks, for 
bridges, for buildings, for  sew- 
ers, for the zanja system, for 
anything! And yet they have received 
for their own section practically noth- 
ing in the way of public improvements 
at public expense. Hitherto they have 
good-naturedly paid their taxes, held up 
the hands of municipal progress, and 
asked for little. The present call fora 
water system is the first of any magni- 
tude that has ever come from the West 
End. It is a call backed by the most 
urgent necessity, and involving the ut- 
most benefit to the entire city in the 
long run. It is acall that ought to be 
respected; not met with sectional 
jealousy, niggardliness or insult. The 
people of the West End are not hogs, 
but enterprising, public-spirited citi- 
zens. The project which will benefit 
them will benefit the whole city, even 
in its inception, and, when the time 
comes to acquire the plant of the City 
Water Company, out word for it, the 
West End will be as solidly in favor of 
it as it is now for the hill works. 


We repeat here what we have said 
before, that had there been an actual 
purchase of the hill system by the City 
Water Company, coupled with a guar- 
antee of giving anearly and adequate 


water supply to the hill section, and a, 


further guarantee for the ultimate 
turning over to the city of this system, 
along with the other, at an agreed or 
a fair price, Tue Times would have 
taken position in favor of the plan, and 
would not have urged the voting of the 
bonds. But no purchase has been 
made, andthe prospect of a transfer is 
apparently remote. Hence we favor 
the bonds, and will advocate a further 
issue, at the proper time, for the pur- 
chase of the whole water system by the 
city. 

In view of the actual condition of the 
gvestion, the needs of the citizens and 


their undoubted attitude on the subject 
of municipal ownership of all the water 
systems, there is no occasion for alarm 
on the part of any corporation or pri- 
vate investor, and no need for them 
tospend money and effort in attempt- 
ing to defeat the settled will of the 
people in this matter. Nor is there oc- 
casion forany undue anxiety concern 
ing the moderate increase of the muni- 
cipal debt, when the money to be voted 
is for the purchase of a valuable revenue 
paying property.

PLAIN TALK. 


Stephen M. White and His 
Democracy. 


What the Popular . Tribune Says 
About the Post’s “Exposure.” 


His Position Squarely and Openly 
Stated on All Issues. 


- 


His Connection With the Nomination of 
Cannon and the Part He Took to 
Bring It About—His Relations 

With the Populites. 


The San Francisco Evening Post of 
the 26th contained a sensational article 
to the effect that Stephen M. White 
was a traitor to the Democracy; that he 
had indorsed the People’s party plat- 
form; that he had secured the nomina- 
tion of Cannon for Congress, which 
deal was to aid White alone, and that as 
a result the Porulites had agreed to 
support White for United States Sen- 
ator. The Post says its story is ‘‘an 
exposure of one of the moss sensational 
political combines ever known in the 
State?’ and:proceeds to score Mr. White 
to the extent of several columns. As 
the article in question contained noth- 
ing that has not been generally and 
particularly known in this part of the 
State for some weeks, or rather months, 
it has attracted but little attention here. 
It has always been known that Mr. 
White favored the indorsement of 
Cannon, as the matter was discussed 
freely in the press and at 
“Fresno, and afterward at Santa Bar- 
bara, when Mr. White was out- 
spoken in his advocacy of this action. 
it has also been generally known that 
Mr. White was a candidate for the 
United States Senatorship, and, while 
no formal agreement to that effect was 
ever made, ithas been understood by 
everyone, irrespective of party, that 
Mr. White is expected to receive the 
support of such People’s party legisla- 
tive candidates as may be successful. 
These matters arecommon talk among 
the Democracy, at least south of the Te- 
hachepi, and, as stated above, have 
been tor weeks, in consequence of which 
the ‘‘exposures,’’ so-called, fell flat, and 
did not cause a ripple. 

Mr. White was out of the city when 
the papers containing the article ar- 
rived. He returned yesterday after- 
noon from San Diego, where he spoke 
Thursday evening, and was interviewed 
by a Times reporter. When asked if he 
had read the Post article, charging him 
with having gone back on the Democ- 
racy, Mr. White replied: 


Yes, I have just readit. It is singular 
thatI am not a good enough Democrat for 
the Post. My Democracy seems to be of- 
fensive toits proprietor. That alone ought 
to be pretty good evidence of its genuine- 
ness. Strippedof all its great headings 
and sub-headings, the charges made are 
substantially that 1 have indorsed the Peo- 
ple’s party platform with one exception, 
and that I procured the nomination of Mr. 
Cannon by the Democratic convention; that 
I ran for District Attorney in 1875—seven- 
teen years ago—on an independent ticket, 
and in 1879 on the Workingmen’s ticket, 

(1.) I have not indorsed the platform of 
the Peoples’ party either throughout or with 
the exception referred toin the Post arti- 
cle. The only | mong that I have in- 
dorsed is that of the Democratic party. 

(2. 1 honorably did all in my power 
to secure Mr. Cannon’s nomination. It isa 
fact that I controlled fourteen proxies, all 
of}which would have voted been for Mr. Can- 
non had occasion required it; but as he was 
nominated by acclamation it was unneces- 
sary touse them. I may add that none of 
the gentlemen who forwarded these proxies 
to me have ever expressed any dissatisfac- 
tion with the course Itook. I never heard 
before that the giving of a proxy, or its ac- 
ceptance, was improper. 

(3.) In 1875, whenI was 22 years of 
age, I did run upon an independent ticket 
for District Attorney. 

(4.) Itis absolutely false thatI ran in 
1879 for any office. My father was then 
the Workingmen’s candidate for Governor, 
and I did not believe that the Workingmen's 
organization could succeed in correcting 
the abuses against which there was ther 
general complaint,and I declined to join it. 
The condition of affairs was such that INcon- 
cluded to abstain entirely from participa- 
tion in the campaign. This course wasren- 
dered more necessaty when the gentleman 
who was supposed to be the nominee of the 
Democratic party refused to indorse its 
platform. The Workingmen's organ- 
ization of Los Angeles county did 
nominate me for District Attorney, 
I published a card and declined to accept 
the nomination, and copies of this letter 
were posted with my consent at all or 
nearly all of the polling places in this 
county. But notwithstanding all this,a 
number of voters insisted on casting their 
ballots for me against my wish. Over this 
I had nocontrol. Onthe contrary, I had 
done my best to prevent it, and my course 
was universally approved. The Los Ange- 
les Herald, in commenting upon it, said: 
“The whole episode refiects unusual credit 
upon Mr. White, andit affords a generous 
and memorable exception to the selfish- 
ness of our ordinary local politics. Mr. 
White's already abundant claims upon the 
Democratic party are immeasurably in- 
forced by his recent self-denial and high 
standard of political and partisan honor.” 

It must be that I stood pretty well in my 

party, because I was nominated in 1882 
tor District Attorney by the Democratic 
convention, and received a larger majority 
than any candidate upon any ticket run- 
ning in this counjy at that time, my actual 
majority being 1117. Moreover, I was the 
presiding officer of two succeeding Demo- 
cratic State conventions, andin 1886 I was 
nominated and elected Senator from this 
district, against the most popular of 
Republicans. I have since been’ tem- 
porary presiding officer of one na- 
tional convention, and took part in 
the last National Convention. When I 
wasa member of the State Senate I was 
twice elected by my party president pro 
tempore, and upon the last occasion acted in 
the capacity of Lieutenant Governor. I 
therefore think thatI have good reason to 
consider myself a tolerably good Democrat, 
and if it were not that my conductis an- 
noying to the San Francisco boss element 
the Post would let me alone. Itis evident 
that the Republican State Commit- 
tee thoughtI had some standing in my 
party when I was selected as Mr. Estee’s 
opponent, and the Democratic State Com- 
mittee must have looked at the affair the’ 
same way when they accepted the chal. 
lenge. The assertion that Demccrats are 
revolting against the indorsement of cer- 
tain People’s party nominees is untrue. 
The fact is, the main objections come from 
the other side of the house. Our Repub- 
slican fciends do not approve of fusion. 
The did not approve of fusion in the case 
ot Cannon, and they do not like it in the 
case of legislative nominees. The asser- 
tion copied from the newspapers regard- 
ing Messrs. Baumgardner and Eberle were 
positively denied by both those gentlemen 
immediately after the publication in the 
Express, but tnese denials are not men- 
tioned by the Post. Itistruethat I have 
in this Republican section of the State 
urged fusion in many instances. Itis also 
a fact that I have conferred with late mem- 
bers of the People’s party upon the sub- 
ject, some of whom are mentioned in the 
published article. It is untrue that I have 
ever asked or received a pledge from any 
People’s party nominee. Wherever the 
Democrats have nominated a candidate 
who was also onthe PeUple’s party ticket, 
their action has been wise and patriotic. 
The men sochosen are square men, and 
can be trusted to do good work. 

The Democratic party in several Western 
States have, with the advice of the National 
Committee, fused with the People’s party. 
This has been donein Minnesota and Kan- 
sas. andis about being done in Nebraska. 
In Minnesota the Republicans are running

tices asthe result of a. coalition with the 
workingmen. 

It may be true, as intimated by the Post, 
thatthe People’s party nominees and the 
jeattitig ’ members of the organization pre- 
fer me toa Republican of the Post stripe. 

LIcertainly shall not 
decline theirassistance or change my own 
views.

This is all I have to say at present. I am 
leaving town to continue making Demo- 
cratic speeches, and will proceed with the 
good work until election day; and by that 
time I trust thatthe Post man will have 
learned that I am a Democrai, and perhaps 
my Democracy will then be still more of- 
fensive to him and to the corrupt gang who 
owns him. 


AFFAIRS. 


Another New Cabinet—No Anti-Ameri- 
ean Cabinet Wanted. 


The San Francisco Consulate—To License 
Wine and Beer—State of the Rev. 
enues — Tax Assessorship — 
Other News of Interest. 


Special Correspondence of rhe Times. 

(H.L,) Oct. 20, 1892.— 
The unexpected has again happened in 
Hawaiian politics. On October 17 one 
of the native members, who voted to 
sustain the Cabinet on September 15, 
brought in a vote of want of confidence 
in the Macfarlane, or anti-American 
Cabinet, which was passed after ex- 
haustive debate by a vote of 31 to 15. 
The native members alleged that they 
had given the Cabinet a fair trial and 
had found them wanting in both prom- 
ises and policy. Besides this, the reso- 
lution passed added to the former 
charge of their unconstitutional ap- 
pointment, the further grave charges 
that the Cabinet had given no intention 
of investigating and correcting the 
scandals concerning the police depart- 
ment and the Queen’s favorite, Marshal 
Wilson; and that the Cabinet was anti- 
American in their policy, and had 
shown no disposition to favor cleser 
commercial relations with the United 
States. In speaking of the Cabinet’s 
anti-American sympathies the preamble 
to the resolution declares: ‘‘The present 
head of the Cabinet (Macfarlane) has 
displayed conspicuous hostility toward 
the representative of that country in 
this kingdom, and the generai tone of 
the administration has been and is one 
of opposition and hostility to the United 
States of America and American inter- 
ests, thereby rendering it improbable 
that any changes in our treaty rela- 
tions favorable to Rarait can be nego- 
tiated by this Cabinet,”’ etc. 

In their defense the Cabinet defied 
the Legislature regarding reforms in 
the police départment and the removal 
of Marshal Wilson, and denied in toto 
any anti-American feeling, although 
they failed to explain why both Pre- 
mier Macfarlane and the government 
organ, owned by the Queen and the En- 
glish-German faction, had prosecuted a 
systematic attack on the American 
Minister and American interests in 
general for the past five months. Dur- 
ing the debate a claim made by Mac- 
farlane that he wasan American citi- 
zen was received with smiles of derision 
and laughter, as it is well known here 


‘that he is an Englishman ‘‘born and 


bred’’ and is thoroughly anti-American. 

It is uncertain what course the Queen 
will take regarding this second demand 
of the house for constitutional govern- 
ment; itis hoped, however, that she 
will submit to the will of the people and 
call a leading member of the opposition 
to form a Cabinet which will command 
the confidence of the country, other- 
wise the unsettled state of affairs will 
continue and will likely endin serious 
trouble, perhaps leading to the estab- 
lishment of a republican form of gov- 
ernment. 

THE SAN FRANCISCO CONSULATE. 

After much delay and speculation the 
San Francisco Consulate, made vacant 
by the death of Hon. David McKinley, 
has been filled, by the appointment of 
Mr. Frank L. Pratt to that office. Mr. 
Pratt has filled for many, years the office 
of Registrar of Accounts here, and is 
noted as a jovial fellow and boon com- 
panion. 

THE POOR EMBEZZLEMENT CASE. 

The indictment in the case of the 
Queen vs. Henry F. Poor has been 
quashed by the Supreme Court on the 
ground that there is no office of ‘‘Attor- 
ney-General ad interim” existing inthe 
kingdom or under the _ constitution. 
The indictment was issued previous to 
the last cabinet change and was signed 
“H. A. Widemann, Attorney-General 
ad interim.’’ There are five cases of 
embezzlement standing against Poor re- 
garding funds abstracted by him while 
clerk in the Postal Savings Bank. The 
total amount of his embezzlements reach 
$11,000. It is doubtful if he is pros- 
ecuted further. 

TO LICENSE BEER AND WINE. 

A bill to grant licenses to wine and 
beer shops is now before the Legisla- 
ture, which, itis estimated, will give 
Hawaii an additional revenue of $500,- 
000. Present appearances’ indicate 
that the bill will be passed, and from 
the fact that some members of the 
house identified with the missionary 
and temperance causes will favor it 
upon vote, it is believed no active fight 
will be made by the missionary element 
against it. It is quite probable the fall- 
ing off of the sugar exports, by nearly 
one-half, and in the decrease of the 
current revenue forthe quarter of quite 
25 per cent., may have something todo 
with this sudden change of heart in the 
religious portion of the community. 

THEIR LAST ACT. 

One of the last acts of ‘the late Cabi- 
net was the dismissal from office by 
Minister Macfarlane of C. A. Brown, 
Tax Assessor, and the appointment of 
ex-Minister Spencer to the place. Mr. 
Brown is an American, who had gained 
Macfarlane’s ill-will before the latter 
gentleman took office. Macfarlane 
made an attempt to have Brown re- 
moved by the Finance Committee of the 
Legislature of 1890, but failed because 
the worst that he could prove against 
Brown was that he was a staunch 
American and opposed to the English 
party in Hawaii. Mr. Brown has re- 
fused to deliver up his office, as the law 
provides that removals can only be 
made for ‘‘cause,’? and the matter will 
be tested in the Supreme Court,

It is now three days since the Union, 
believing in his innocence, requested 
from Mr. Bowers a fair and square de- 
nial of the charges preferred against 
him that he had accepted gratuitous 
railway passage for himself and family 
from the Southern Pacific Company. 
Knowing that the feeling of voters in 
the northern counties of this district 
was strongly against anything that 
savored of Southern Pacific Railroad 
influence, and realizing that Mr. Bow- 
ers was not known so well there as 
here, it seemed evident that the 
report, if undenied, would do him 
great harm and possibly lead to his de- 
feat. Itseemed, therefore, the more 
necessary to secure from him an author- 
itative statement with respect to the 
subject in controversy, and, feeling as- 
sured of his innocence, a dispatch was 
sent to him asking for an affidavit which 
should give to his denial greater 
strength than it could have without it. 
He has replied that he never hada 
Southern Pacific pass, and, later, that 
the ‘‘charges cut no figure,’’ but as yet 
he has failed to conform to the reason- 
able request that he support his denial 
telegraphed to this paper by an affida- 
vit, the publication of which would set 
at rest the tongues which fave for the 
last week been wagging because of the 
accusations made against him.

Colonel J. H. MeLatighlin, onge the 
champion collar and elbow wrestler of the 
world, has come off victor in a struggle 
for life with a bull. The colonel enlisted 
as a private fn the Twenty-sixth New York 
infantry at the beginning of the civil war, 
and after a service of four years and four 
months he came out a colonel in the 
Twenty-fourth New York cavalry.

To the Editor of the American Economist: 

DEAR Sin: The Hon. David A. Wells has 
obligingly sent me a copy of his article 
that was published in the Forum on “A 
Tariff for Revenue; Whatit Really Means."’ 
l agree with much that he says about 
taxes, but he confounds taxes with duties, 
and this is entirely inadmissible. The 


4 Constitution of the United States is the 


best dictionary to which to resort for the 
meaning of the terms that it uses. Its 
phraseology was ultimately settled by 
Gouverneur Morris, a great master of 
political language and political science. 

The Constitution says that :‘The Congress 
shall have power tolay and collect taxes, 
duties, imposts and excises.’ Each of 
these words means something distinct from 
all the others. ‘*Taxes’’ means anexaction 
by government of a portion of a citizen's 
property or income. ‘Duties’ means as- 
sessments imposed upon merchandise im- 
ported from other countries. ‘“Imposts” 
fineans a tribute imposed by authority. 

“Excises’’ means inland duties laid on 
commodities consumed, cr on the retail, 
which is the last stage before consump- 
tion. There is one thing to be observed in 
interpreting the Constitution of the United 
States: It contains no tautologies. It 
does not call different things by the 
same name. When it says taxes it means 
one thing:»when it says duties _ it 
means another thing. In speaking in a 
former letter of the preamble to the first 
tariff act, I omitted to notice a remarkable 
fact. Among all the statutes enacted by 
the First Congress, there were only two 
that had a preamble affixed tothem. These 
were the first revenue law, and the law for 
the government of the Northwest Terri- 
tory. The reason for declaring the motives 
of these laws ina preamble was that it was 
deemed expedient to express the sense of 
Congress on the construction of the Consti- 
tution in relation to the subject involved. 
Mr. Wells quotes, with approbation, the fol- 
lowing sentence from Mr. Cleveland’e mes- 
sage of December, 1888: 

“To the extent that the mass of our citi- 
zens are inordinately burdened beyond any 
useful public purpose and for the benetit of 
a favored few, the Government, under pre- 
text of an exercise of its taxing power, en- 
ters gratuitously into partnership with 
these favorites, to their advantage and to 
the misery of a vast majority of our peo- 
ple.”’ 

With all due respect to Mr. Wells, I must 
say that this sentence is the most stupid ut- 
terance that I have known to be made by a 
man pretending to be a statesman. Let 
the reader try to analyze it, and he will find 
that he can assign to it no sensible mean- 
ing. Who are the mass of our citizens in- 
ordinately burdened for the benefit of a 
favored few? And who are the favored 
few’ There are some 60,000,000 of 
people in the United States. It is fair to 
Say that at least one-third of them are en- 
gaged in manufacturing industries of some 
kind; that another third are engaged in 
agricultural pursuits, and that the employ- 
ments of the remaining third consist of the 
diversified pursuits of a highly civilized 
people. Whatone of allthese millions is 
not benefited by having and keeping the 
country in astate of prosperity? And how 
can the country be prosperousif, in ievy- 
ing the duties necessary to produce what is 
needed for the expenses of the Govern- 
ment, no regard is paid to the protection 
of our own manufactures and agricultural 
products’ And what does Mr. Cleveland 
mean when he says that the Government, 
‘under pretext of an exercise of its taxing 
power, enters into partnership with these 
favorites, totheir advantage and to the 
misery of a vast majority of our people?” 
When the Government levie8 duties on for- 
eign products it does not exercise. or pre- 
tend to exercise its taxing power. It ex- 
ercises its power to : duties, which is a 
distinct power of the Constitution, entirely 
separate from the taxing power. 

Have both the political parties been 
wrong on this subject from the year 1789 
down tothe new lights of the Democracy

An ordinance providing that all sidéwalks 
southeast of Carillo street shall be con- 
structed with a uniform width of ten and a 
half feet except those already constructed. 
This ordinance was read a first, second and 
third times under a suspension of the rules 
and adopted. The ordinance providing for 
the regulation of fowls was read a first and 
second time under a suspension of the rules. 

A verbal report with regard to the de- 
bated line of Figueroa street was submitted 
by Councilman Halloway. On motion the 
report was received and Marshal Hopkins 
was instructed to have the fence moved off 
the line at the corner of Figueroa and 
Rancheria streets. 

In accordance withthe petition asking 
permission to re-roof a portion of the De la 
Guerra mansion permission was granted to 
cover with corrugated iron. 

Councilman Moore and City Engineer 
Harrington were appointed a committee to 
investigate the condition of the driveway 
about Castle Rock. 

The condition of the sidewalk along the 
burnt portion of the block on State street 
was taken into consideration and the 
Street Superintendent was instructed to 
notify the owners of the property that they 
must construct a sidewalk. 

A petition for an elecric light at the 
corner of Bath and Haly streets was pre- 
sented. 

The contract for the stone work and ex- 
cavating for the bridge on De la Guerra 
street was Jet to Dover & Wood, and that 
for carpenter work to Mr. Williamson. 

Mr. Johnson, superintendent of the Boule- 
vard, made a statement that the contractor, 
Mr. Moir, was not putting it in to his satis- 
faction and was disregarding instructions. 

The Council adjourned without caking 
action on the matter. 

Frank Moir, the contractor. was not 
present on Thursday afternoon when Mr. 
Johnson made the attack on his work be- 
fore the Council, and when the two gentle. 
men met yesterday morning at the new 
Morris Hotel, some hot words passed be- 
tween the two. Mr. Johnson then struck 
at Mr. Moir, tearing his coat. A lively 
tussle ensued, Mr. Johnson getting the 
worst of it. being thrown down and 
choked by Mr. Moir. Friends interfered 
and the two were separated. Without tak- 
ing either side, it is a factthat Mr. Johnson 
has had a great deal of trouble with every 
contractor on the boulevard, and has gen-

POMONA. 


Profitable Returns from the Deciduous 
Fruit Crop—Notes and Personals. 
Surely the cup of Pomona’s prosperity is 
about running over this season. Never 
have the deciduous fruit-cgrowers and all 
who have in any way handled those fruits 


made so much money as this season, for 
the reason, perhaps, thatthe bulk of our 
deciduous orchards have only come into 


full bearing during the past two years. 
Pomona received about $50,000 for her big 
apricot crop last July, from $25,000 to 
$30,000 for her peaches and plums last 
August, about $25,000 for her pears and 
over $95.000 for her prunes last month. 
Now she is selling at good market rates her 
large wine-grape crop and will get in the 
neighborhood of $18,000 for that. Next 
comes the olive crop thatis already in great 
demand at $100 and $1°0a ton. This 
valley is the principal olive-growing region 
in Southern California, and the makers of 
olive oil and of pickled olives look to Po- 
mona annually for their supply of olives. 
It is estimated that the present olive crop 
of Pomona Valley is worth from 235,000 to 
$45,000. Besides this there isa good in- 
come to this place from constant green 
fruit shipments by express of our necta- 
rines, plums, lemons and dozens of varie- 
ties of small fruits. When Pomona 
markets her enormous orange crop, now 
hastening tothe ripening on the trees all 
over the valley, this will be the very hap- 
piest little city in California. Some con- 
servative business men here estimate the 
coming orange crop, provided it can all be 
marketed safely,as worth at least $350,- 
000 to Pomona Valley. 

Pomona promises to be very lively this 
winter, from a social standpoint. There 
are three whist clubs and a dancing club 
organized for this season and there are 
several literary societies. 

The local real estate nen say they never 
had such a demand for good houses for 
rent as they have this season. There have 
been more families moved in to remain 
permanently than any year since the 
boom. 

Delang and Rising are “coming tangled 
up’ to Pomona, and will be at the Armory 
Operahouse tonight. They are well known 
to Pomona people, and will have a big 
house. 

The rainfall the past two days has been 
very slight, though at times it looked very 
threatening, It only measured fifteen one- 
hundredths ofaninch.

In His Own Defense Against the 
‘“‘Herald’s” Charges.

The Matter of Transmitting State Tax 
Moneys from Los Angeles to Sacra- 


mento—A Clear, Fall Ex- 
planation, 
Los Axeries, October 28, 1892.— 
[To the Editor of, Tue Times.| The 


Los Angeles Herald of the 27 inst. gave 
me the benefit of a column anda half of 
its valuable space in trying to convince 
the public that I have been robbing the 
county in the way of over-charges for 
transmission of the State money from 
Los Angeles to Sacramento. 

I think the Herald will admit that the 
Treasurer is compelled to transmit 


these funds, and that the costs of so do- 
ing are public charges against 
county. It is also a fact that the State 
Treasurer will not accept in payment 
exchange or certified checks on any 
bank; in short, he will accept nothing 
but coin or currency. He can also as- 
certain from the express company that 
the regular prices for transmission of 
moneys from Los Angeles to Sacra- 
mento for the last four vears have been 
from 81.75 to $3 per thousand dollars, 
the difference being for the different 
kinds of money: Currency, $1.75 

gold, $2, and silver $3 per thousand. 

The law allows the Treasurer the reg- 
ular rates for transmission of these 
funds thatare charged by the regular 
carrying companies between the points 
named, 

I would ask the Herald's careful con- 
sideration of the following comparative 
charges as taken from the statement 
forthe first year I was in the office, 
andthe year preceding, under honest 
Democratic fostering care. 

The Herald says: ‘‘On February 4, 
188%, Mr. Banbury charged and was 
paid for exchange on 8438,012.28, at 
a rate of $1.75 per thousand, $766.52.” 

The records of Los Angeles county 


Mr. Banbury made a charge and was 
paid for expressing $80,000 State 
funds to Sacramento (at $1.75 per 
thousand) $140.”’ 

The records of Los Angeles county 
say: In July, 1888, the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank charged and was paid 
for transmitting $72,393.04 (at $3 
per thousand) 8217. 17. 

{ will leave the Herald to figure the 
difference in the above charges and ex 
plain why these facts should exist. In 
relation to the ‘‘gally’’ charge noted 


by the — where Mr. Banbury 
claimed $1305.64 for the transmission 
of $522,256.86, at a rate of $2.50 per 
thousand, the regular ~ Democratic 
charge of $3 per thousand would 


have swelled the above amount to $15- 
66.76, or $261.12 more than Mr. Ban- 
bury charged. 

I will add for the information of the 
Herald that $3 per thousand was 
the lowest charge ever made for the 
transmission of funds to or from Sacra- 
mento until I became Treasurer. The 
‘queer charge’’ discovered by the 
Herald expert made on March 1, 1890, 
of $164.55 for from Sac- 
ramento to San Francisco $219,403.11 
school funds ata rate of 75 cents per 
thousand would have cost the county 
under the Democratic rate of $3 per 
thousand $658.20. As the Herald 
acknowledges that 1 made no charge on 
this shipmeut from San Francisco to

Habeas Corpus Proceedings Before Judge 
Smith—The De Baker Damage Case 
Finally Concluded — General 
Court News. 


In Department one yesterday morn- 
ing William Smith, one of the two 
tramps charged with the burglary of J. 
F. Hogan's residence at Santa Monica 
on September 7 last, was tried and 
convicted before Judge Smith anda 
jury. ~He was represented by Messrs. 
Blair and Ready, the prosecution being 
conducted by Deputy District Attorney 
Blades. 

The jurors who tried the case were: 
J. Q. Adams, J. H. Barnhill, D. Bayliss, 
T. F. Bixby, F. W. Bosworth, O. Cheese- 
brough, H, A. Draper, W. Dockstade r, 
G. T. Hanly, W. Rector, C. A. Robinson 
and L. M. Russell. 

The witnesses examined for the 
prosecution were J. F. Hogan, Miss 
Mary A. Moran, I. D. Richmond, City 
Marshal Max K. Barretto, J. J. Carrillo 
and R. G. Grimes. Their evidence was 
to the effect that during Hogan’s tem- 
porary absence from home Smith anda 
‘‘pal’’ named John Myers broke into the 
house. Upon his return Hogan noticed 
Smith hanging around suspiciously and 
upon approaching to investigate the 
matter, the defendant stepped up and 
holding a string of fish close to Hogan’s 
face, in order to screen his companion, 
asked whether or not he wanted to buy 
them. Myers at that instant emerged 
from the house, when both men ran 
away. 

The defendants having no testimony 
to offer, the matter was submitted to 
the jury at 11:45 o’clock, and at 1:50 
o’clock that body returned a verdict of 
guilty of burglary in the second degree, 
whereupon Smith was ordered to appear 
for sentence on Monday next. 

Myers, whd demanded a separate 
trial, concluded that he was not ready 
yesterday and asked for a postpone- 
ment until November 10 next, which 
was granted by the Court. 

COUNTERFEITERS CONVICTED. 

In the United States District Court 
yesterday the trial of the case against 
Ricardo Gonzales and Bettiero de Gua- 
dello,“ the counterfeiters, was con- 
cluded, both defendants being con- 
victed in short order. No further tes- 
timony was introduced, and but little 
time was wasted by counsel in arguing 
the matter, which was submitted to the 
jury at 11:15 o'clock. That body re- 
mained in deliberation about fifteen 
minutes, and returned into court with a 
verdict of guilty as charged against 
each of the defendants, who were or- 
dered to appear for sentence on Mon- 
day next. 

By consent of counsel, the perjury 
cases still pending against the defend- 
ants were ordered passed by Judge 
Ross. 

UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT. 

In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday Judge Ross denied the mo- 
tions to remand the case of H. G. Dow 
vs. A. G. Nasonet al. to the Superior 
Court of San Diego county, and to set 
aside the verdict and grant a new trial 
in that of Cassius J. Johnson vs. Charles 
G. Finney. 

Upon motion of G. J. Denis, Esq., the 
defendants in the case of the Southern 
Pacific Company vs. Amicus H. Smith 
et al. were allowed fifteen days’ further 
time within which to plead therein. 

The case of William Jenningson vs. R. 
“A. Graham was called for trial, but by 
consent of counsel therein the Court or- 
dered the matter continued for the 
term. 

HABEAS CORPUS PROCEEDINGS. 

Juan Cafieda, Jr., was taken before 
Judge Smith yesterday morning upon a 
writ of habeas corpus' and applied for 
his release from the custody of the 
Sheriff, to whom he had been com- 
mitted by Justice Gaines for thirty days, 
in addition to being fined $20, for 
“shooting a deadly weapon on the 
streets of Compton,’’ on October 24 
last. The petitioner's counsel, A. J. 
King, Esq., contended that as Compton 
was an incorporated town and the 
statutes failed to make provision for 
such offenses, no crime had been com- 
mitted undet the law by the defendant. 
The matter was partially heard and 
will be taken up again this morning.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Regular Weekly Meeting of the Board 
of Directors. 

The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 8 o’clock. 

There were present Directors Wells, 
Jevne, Klokke, Forman, McGarvin, 
Edwards and Braun. President Wells 
occupied the chair. 

After the transaction of routine busi- 
ness the Committee on Ways and 
Means reported on the secretary's 
books and accounts that they were cor- 
rect. 

Director Jevne presented a_ report 
from the special committee appointed 
to prepare plans for an exhibit case at 
the rooms of the State Board of Trade 
in San Francisco. He showed diagrams 
of the case which it was proposed to 
build, which consisted of a solid box with 
beveled sides made of glass boxes to 
contain nuts, grain and beans. Above 
this will come tiers of shelves to hold 
jellies, dried fruits, wine and fruit in 
plates. The designs were satisfactory 
to the board and the committee was 
instructed to secure specifications as 
to the cost of building the same in 
Spanish mahogany and plate giass. 

The Committee on Membership re- 
ported on anumber of delinquents, ad- 
vising that they be dropped from the 
roll. The recommendations were 
adopted. 

A communication from F. W. Braun & 
Co. to the Committee on Commerce re- 
garding the matter of the unjust dis- 
crimination on the part of the railways 
handling European freight against this 
section of the State, and also on the 
part of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, in their failure to land any South- 
ern California frieght at San Diego, 
was read, and it was moved and carried 
that Messrs. Braun and Jevne be re- 
quested to address a communication to 
the Chamver of Commerce giving an 
explicit statement of their grievances 
against the railway companies and 
steamship company, and that upon the 
receipt of the same the president be re- 
quested to address the Interstate Com- 
mission and the steamship company, 
asking for an explanation. 

A communication from D. Freeman, 
who is now in Chicago, was read asking 
that the matter of a Southern California 
exhibit in Chicago, to be held down 
town during the World’s Fair, be agi- 
tated. Mr. Freeman stated that such 
an exhibit could be maintained at a cost 
of $6000 for one year. The matter 
was referred to the Bureau of Informa- 
tion, with the request that they give it 
prompt and favorable consideratiom 

A communication from the district 
weather observer about the printing 
of the weather reports was read and re- 
ferred to the secretary to look into the 
matter. 

President Wells stated that he had re- 
ceived word from Mr. Mills, in answer 
to his invitation asking him to address 
the chamber on the subject of the fruit 
interests of the State, to the effect that 
he would visit Los- Angeles about the 
middle of next month and comply with 
the request:

A DARING TIITEF. 


The Pico Heights Burglar Cap- 
tured at Last... 


His Remarkably Successful Career 
of Crime Cut Short. 


Many Houses Robbed in the Past 
Few Months. 


Much ef the Stolen Property Recovered 
by the Police—A Dangerous “Fence” 
Who Operated With the Burg- 
lar, Also in Custody. 


One of the boldest, and by far the 
most successful. burglar that has oper- 
ated in this city for some time past was 
captured by some citizens on Rosedale 
avenue, just the other side of the ceme- 
tery, at 12:50 o'clock last Sunday aft- 
ernoon, but the matter was not made 
public until yesterday for the reason 
that the police hoped to catch his 
‘*pal.’’ 

The fellow gave his name as Robert 
Williams and stated that he came to 
this city from Texas several weeks ago. 
A few minutes past noon on Sunday 
Mrs. Florence Duncan noticed him 
crawling out of a window at J. W. 
Clark's residence, and from his actions 
she knew that he had robbed the house. 
In fact his arms were full of silver- 
Ware, etc., that he had stolen. 

As soon as Mrs. Duncan caught sight 
of him she began to call for help and 
Williams started off on a dead run and 
would have escaped had not the lady 
given chase. She proved to be a good 
sprinter, for she kept close to his heels 
until a crowd of men joined in the 
chase, and the burglar was soon run to 
earth, and, after a short fight, he was 
overpowered and securely tied. 

His captors conducted him to the 
Pico street postoffice, where he was 
guarded by forty or fifty men until the 
police patrol wagon arrived with Police 
Officer Rohn and Constable Johnston, 

On being searched at the central sta- 
tion a lot of silver spoons, three gold 
rings, a couple of watches and #16 in 
coin were found on the thief's person. 
He got the plunder out of Mr. Clark's 
house. 

The detectives were positive from the 
first that Williams was the same fel- 
low who has burglarized so many 
houses on Pico Heights during the past 
few weeks, and during the past week 
they have gathered evidence to that ef- 
fect. He answers the exact descrip- 
tion of the man who has been seen sev- 
eral times by people prowling about on 
the Heights. 

Shortly after his arrest a gentleman 
from Chino who was robbed several 
weeks ago, and had a good look at the 
thief, called at the central station and 
indentified Williams positively as the 
man who robbed him. 

If Williams is the same man he got 
away With about 8600 worth of 
elry and coin at Chino. 

Detectives Benson, Auble and Moffat 
went to work on the case at once, and 
are now in possession of facts sufficient 
toconvict Williams of fully thirty burg- 
laries since last July. 

That Williams had a ‘pal’? in a ma- 
jority of the robberies there can be no 
doubt, but as soon as Williams was ar- 
rested this fellow made his escape, and 
he is believed to bfin San Francisco. 

A large percentage of the stolen 
property has been recovered and will be 
returned to its owners as soon as the 
various cases against Williams have 
been disposed of. The jewelry re- 
covered is valued at about $1500. 

Another important arrest was the re- 
sultof Williams’s capture. On Monday 
the detectives decided to take John 
Castillion, who keeps asecond hand 
jewelry store at No. 316 North Wil- 
mington street, into custody. The po- 
lice have suspected the fellow of keep- 
ing a ‘‘fence’’ for some time past, but 
could get no proof against him until 
this case came up. Castillion was 
placed under heavy bonds. Most ofthe 
stolen jewelry was found inthis fellow’s 
possession, and it hasall been identi- 
fied. It was through Castillion that the 
detectives succeeded in finding a buried 
can near the end of Figueroa street 
yesterday morning. The can contained 
twenty-two pieces of'jewelry that were 
stolen from the residence of J. M. 
Schnitker near by. 

Williams confessed that he burglar- 
ized the house, and says he returned for 
the ‘‘swag”’ severaltimes, but could not 
find it. The jewelry consisted of 


jew- 


watches, chains, bracelets and _ rings, 


and is valued at $160. 

The principal reason why the officers 
failed to capture Williams was because 
he adopted a new plan of committing 
his burglaries. Instead of operating at 
night he selected broad daviight to 
enter the home of his ihtended victim. 
He would hang around until he was sure 
that all the inmates were out, when he 
would force a door or window and then 
go through the rooms in true burglar 
style. He was successful in almost 
every house he visited, and it is be- 
lieved that all of the burglaries that 
have been committed in this city since 
the first of July have been carried out 
by Williams aad his pal. 

He was arraigued ontwocharges yes- 
terday. The first case was before Jus- 
tice Ross of Pico Heights, and he was 
held for trial in the Superior Court 
with bail fixed at $1000. 

Late in the afternoon he was ar- 
raigned in Justice Owens’s department 
of the Police Court, and his examina- 
tion was set for today with bail fixed at 
$3000.

PACIFIC GOSPEL UNION. 


Report of the First Nine Months’ Work— 
A Good Showing. 

The rooms of the Pacific Gospel 
Union, on Sonth Spring street. were 
well filled yesterday afternoon with an 
interested audience which had gathered 
to listen to the report of Maj. George 
A. Hilton upon the good results with 
which the last year's work of the mis- 
sion have been crowned 

Ma} was highly en- 
couraging to those who have lent their 
efforts toward the advancement of the 
cause, and was substantially as follows: 

We are now coming to the close of a 
year's labor forthe Pacific Gospel Union, 


Hilton's report 


Nine months have gone by since our first 
meeting. Our object ts to make this a ben- 
evolent and thoroughly Christiaa work of 


the church, or a seven-days-in-the week 
work, with a view to developing workers in 
the church. Sewen days and nightsin the 
week this place is open. 

The first meeting was held on the 15th of 
January 


in this place. In nine months’ 
time there has been an attendance of 
58.440 people, actual count There was a 
daily average for September of 189. Sab 
bath night attendance is sometimes more 
than the ball will accommodate. The at 


tendance at the gospel wagon meetings for 
seven months was 8200 approximately. 
A Bible institute was started in the early 
spring. “Attendance at the Sunday morn- 
ing breakfasts for the poor bas been SLU: 
average attendance about 150. There 
were 13543 personal requests for prayer, 
besides written requests. There were 410 
known conversions during this 
months. 

Up to a recent date we have had a 
lodging-house and have furnished lodgings 
to 1135. The house has been recently 
sold and today we are without a piace to 
take a poor manto. We have given indl- 
vidual meals to 983 persons. We do not 
give them money. but tickets which pro- 
cure a good meal at a restaurant. We 
have furnished clothing to 1268 destitute 
persons, some of it received from places 
such as Orange. Alhambra, Santa Ana and 
other places. We have furnished food to 
240 destitute families. 

Upon a case béing reported weturn the 
matter over to our Relief Committee to in- 
vestigate, and this is done at once, and re- 
celving a report from the committee we 
furniso the persons with whatever their 
necessity may require without delay. 

Two hundred and forty-five sick and des- 
titute have been visited during this time. 
Three burials have been held under our 
auspices and at our expense. Fifty-two 
have been furnished with physicians, 
eighty-six with nurses, and forty-one with 
transportation to other places. Thirty sick 
persons have been furnished with medicine 
and ha had prescriptions filled on our 
order, they being too poor to pay for hav- 
ing the prescriptions filled, and 50% have 
been furnished with employment. 

We have issuedin the last ten months 
62,000 Records, our little paper, which 
gives an account of the work we are doing 
and which we will gladly mail free to any 
one desiring to become famillar- with our 
work through its pages. The work is-sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary contributions. 
Some of the churches inthe city and sev- 
eral other localities are contributors, in ad- 
dition to individual contributors. Most of 
them are small. We have no rich men and 
no large subscriptions. 

Cash contributions for nine months 
amounted to $4472. Our books show:sub- 
scriptions of $367 per month, but subscrib- 
ers are somewhat tardy in paying up, and 
on many months there remains nearly 50 
per cent. of the subscriptions on the de- 
linquent List. 


As Maj. Hilton concluded, Rev. Mr. 
Reed andS. T. Merrill, president of the 
board of directors, offered brief re- 
marks of gratification at the good work 
in progress. 

On Thanksgiving day the union will 
give a free dinner tothe poor, expect- 
ing to be able to feed at least 1000 
persons unable to buy a hearty meal, at 
a place to be decided upon on Monday 
afternoon by the dinner committee, 
which meets at 3 o’clock on that day.

Pointed Allegations Affecting 
Hervey Lindley. 


He is. Charged With Making Corrupt 
= Overtures for Votes. 


H. C. Roberts of Azusa Telis the 
Story in Piain Words.

Azusa (CalL,) Oct. 28, 1892.—[To tha 
“itor of THe Timves.}] Permit me a 
few wordson the Congressional fight 
in this district. 

A few nights; ago our thriving town 
was blessed “with the presence of 
Hervey Lindley and his chief aide- 
de-camp, United States Marshal 
George E. Gard. They had a 
‘“rousing’’ meeting (as the Express 
would say,) consisting of 145 all told 
(including boys, ladies and inquisitive 
Democrats.) 

When itis considered that the Re- 
publican, Democratic and People’s 
party meetings held previously each 
showed larger attendances, it will be 
seen how very popular both the United 
States Marshal and the would-be Con- 
gressman are in Azusa. Gard led with 
a spread-eagle appeai in behalf of the 
continuance of the ‘Federal Brigade” 
in office, apprehending the sad fate that 
would b@fall them if they were again 
thrown upon the cold world for their 
bread and butter, which would be their 
lot were ‘Calamity’’ Marion Cannon 
elected to Congress. Gard asserted 
that Mr. Cannon was seen one day in 
consultation with Jesse D. Carr of Sa- 
linas. Mr. Carr is supposed to be con- 
nected with the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road; therefore, per se, Mr. Cannon 
must also be drawn into this Sonthern 
Pacific maelstrom. Mr. Gard also com- 
pared Lindley’s opponent to the odious 
Beerstecher. What does Mr. Gard take 
his audiences for? Does he think the in- 
telligent people of Azusa don’t know 
that Cannon's whole political life has 
been devoted tq anti-railroad agitation 
and that his honesty has been proven 
more thanonce? Does Mr. Gard imagine 
that he, this United States Marshal, 
who is now working his jaw for four 
years more of public pap—does he im- 
agine that he alone has a corner on tha ‘ 
news disseminated daily by such metro- E 
politan journals as Tue Times. The 
people, nowadays, read and think for 
themselves, and the word of a United 
States marshal is no better than that of 
any other citizen when not supported by 
facts. 

But to come to the real reason for my 
trespassing on your space. Mr. Gard 
publicly stated from the rostrum at 
Azusa that he had heard that there was 
a rumor afloat that acertain person in 
Azusa had received a letter in which 
there was an offer of #1.75 each for 
Mexican votes. Mr. Gard denounced 
the report as false, and offered to give 
$100 out of his own pocket to any one 
who would produce such a letter with 
Lindley'’s signature. Of course, Mr, 
Gard could ‘‘run that bluff’ with per- 
fect safety to hisown pocket. No one 
supposes for an instant that Mr. Lind- 
ley, no matter what his other tailings, 
is such a fool as to append his signature 
to a letter of this sort. 

As Mr. Gard has seen fit to make po- 
litical capital out of an incident that 
would probably change the voters of 
the Sixth Congress District, I ask that 
the facts, as far as I know them, be 
given to the public. | 

Shortly after Lindley was nominated 
a more or less prominent Democrat in 
Los Angeles sent a letter to a Democrat 
in Azusa making inquiry as to the Mexi- 
can vote, and offering $1.75 for such 
votes for Lindley, regardless of these 
voters’ choice as tothe balance of the 
ticket, and requesting this Azusa Dem- 
ocrat to use his influence with me to as- 
sist him in the enterprise. I was al- 
lowed to read the body of this incrimi- 
nating letter, but the signature was 
withheld, and tothis day [have been 
unable to discover the name of the cor- 
rupt Los Angeles Democrat who would 
thus sell out his party. There are oth- 
ers in Azusa who can substantiate what 
I have here asserted. 

That the letter was written in good 
faith by a Lindiey henchman is a_self- 
evident and irrefutable fact. 

Mr. Lindley, in his endeavor to secure 
votes, approached a Democrat with the 
remark that he was hunting for votes, ; 
and asked the gentleman to vote for 
him, who, in reply, answeréd, ‘lam on 
the wrong side of the house—lam a 
Democrat.’’

The People of the State of California, represented in

Section l. For the purpose of providing 
a fund for the paymentot the indebtedness 
hereby authorized to be incurred by the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners, for 
the erection and furnishing of a general 
railroad, passenger, and ferry depot, at or 
near the foot ot Market street.in the city 
and county of San Francisco, at a cost not 
to exceed six hundred thousand dollars, 
which the said Board of State Harbor Com- 
missioners are hereby authorized to con- 
Structinm the manner and method author- 
ized by law, and at a cost not to exceed said 
six hundred thousand dollars, the’ State 
Treasurer shall, immediately aiter the is- 
suance of the proclamation of the Governor, 
hereinafter provided for, prepare suitable 
bonds of the State of Calitornia: one thou- 
sand bonds, in the denomination of one hun- 
dred doliars each: five hundred bonds, ia 
the denomination of five hundred dollars 
each: two hundred and fifty bonds, in the 
denomination of one thousand dollars each. 
The whole issue of said bonds shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of six hundred thousand doi- 
lars. which said bonds shall bear interest at 
the rate of four percentum per annum from 
their date. and snatt be payaple at the office 
of the State Treasurer atthe expiraiion ot 
nineteen years {rom their date. Said bonds 
shall bear date the first day of January, A.
